The following 595 lots comprise the balance of the refer- 
ence library of B.A. Seaby Limited. This library has been formed 
since the founding of the firm in 1926 by H.A. (‘Bert’) Seaby. Various 
portions and duplicates from the Seaby company library have been 
disposed of over the last ten years buta "working" library of most ma- 
jor (and minor) references was always maintained by the firm. With 
the exception of a small number of titles that were kept by Seaby 
Coins, a division of Classical Numismatic Group, Inc., for their ref- 
erence library, this offering is the remaining "working" library of 
B.A. Seaby Limited. 


The following book and auction catalogue lots are espe- 
cially well-represented by original editions of most of the standard 
works on ancient, medieval and modem numismatics. It should be 
stressed that these were "working" copies used on a daily basis and 
hence show an appropriate amount of "wear and tear." Overall, the 
bindings have served their purpose in protecting the contents as 
most of the books are internally fine with only the bindings ex- 
hibiting defects. All serious defects have been noted but one may find 
the occasional pencilled note in the text (usually a correction or 
comment by Bert Seaby or one of his staff).
